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1933 CONVENTION OF CATHOLIC LIBRARY 
ASSOCIATION CANCELLED 


In announcing the cancellation of this year’s annual 
convention, Rev. William M. Stinson, S.J., President, 
— the following message to the members of the 
C. L. A.: 

For the past eight weeks I have been 
sounding the sentiment of the Executive 
Committee and members of our organiza- 
tion with to the advisability of can- 
celling our 1933 annual convention. Be- 
cause of economic conditions, several of 
our older members suggested that we fore- 
go the idea of a convention this year. This 
opinion has been subscribed to by the great 
majority of those whose advice I sought. 
For professional reasons I was reluctant 
to take this step for I had hoped to be re- 


lieved of the responsibility of office, 
though at the same time not unmindful of 
the great honor which has been bestowed 
upon me. 

During the months to come we should 
give serious consideration to a contribut- 


ing obstacle to our annual convention, an 
obstacle which is assuming greater propor- 
tions each year, and that is the summer 
school session. Many of our most active 
and enthusiastic members whose interest 
is thoroughly manifest at regional confer- 
ences are perforce unable to participate 
in our yearly convention. Consideration, 
I say, should be given to this situation 
which obtains regardless of the general 
economic difficulties which now beset us. 
My intended swan song must give way 
to an expression of sincere gratitude to the 
Officers, Executive Committee and those 
many members of the C. L. A. who have 
loyally extended to me their undivided sup- 
port and cooperation. It is due to such co- 
operation that our association is gaining 
in strength and assuming an importance 
which augurs well, indeed, for the future.

MENT OF EASTERN MEETING 
News of the financial deficit which attended the 
publication of the 1931 volume of the Catholic Peri- 
odical Index inspired those present at New Rochelle 
to a determination to do all in their power which 
might help to insure the continuation of the /ndex. 
The value of the C. P. J. has definitely established 
itself in the minds of subscribers who could not do 
without it. That a sufficient number of subscribers 
was not forthcoming from among the thousands of 


Catholic institutions and educators from whom co- 
operation was reasonably expected, is a situation that 
beggars adequate explanation. The sense of the East- 
ern Conference was that individuals must act the part 
of salespeople who will only with reluctance take NO 
for an answer. One of the first reactions to the appeal 
of the president of the C. L. A. was a donation of 
$5. The letter accompanying this expression of 
loyalty read:

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A MAGNIFICENT SHOWING 

The story of the first northwest conference held at 
Seattle, April 17th, is most inspiring. Its encourag- 
ing success far surpassed the optimistic predictions 
of those who worked so hard and unselfishly for what 
was no more than a venture. When the committee 
asked us to send the names of those in that section 
of the country who held membership in the C. L. A., 
we had but ten names to offer. This small, and 
perhaps discouraging, roster only spurred the commit- 
tee on to greater effort. And their efforts must have 
been great, for more than one hundred were in at- 
tendance at Holy Names Academy on Easter Mon- 
day afternoon. The conference, or organization 
meeting, was planned merely as a get-together of li- 
brarians and friends of Catholic library progress. 
From the far reaches of Oregon and Washington rep- 
resentatives of Catholic institutions traveled bundreds 
of miles to manifest their interest in the cause which 
was perhaps new to so many of them. There is 
profound inspiration in such deep-seated enthusiasm. 

Too much praise cannot be heaped upon the com- 
mittee responsible for this magnificent showing. To 
Father Lawrence Piotrzkowski, Sisters Agatha, 
Veronica, Olivia, Mary de Sales; Misses Helen Pow- 
ers and Jean Black, and to Mr. Archie O’Connor Rich- 
ardson we extend our hearty congratulations upon the 
remarkable success which attended their efforts in 
behalf of the C. L. A. More than 200 invitations 
bearing the slogan, “Catholic Northwest Libraries 
Catholic Library-Minded,” were sent out by these 
energetic members. They planted the seed of “Catho- 
lic Library-Mindedness” in fertile soil. The harvest 
will be reaped in abundance in the subsequent growth 
of the Catholic Library Association in what was 
almost virgin territory. 

LIBRARY VANDALISM 

We are assured that conditions at Marquette Uni- 
versity are not as disturbing as might be inferred from 
the editorial, part of which is published in another 
column. Were there but a few instances of the delib- 
erate abuse of books, the student editor would be 
justified in waxing eloquent in defense of the library. 
Every library is confronted with vandalism in varying 
degrees. Fortunately the willful destruction of books 
is the least common. But there is a vandalism which 
is always beyond reach of the librarian, a vandalism 
born of selfishness, thoughtlessness or disregard for 
the rights ef others—the too common abuse of with- 
drawal privileges. Regulations laid down by the li- 


brarian are intended for the general good of the entire 
student body. Violation of these regulations not only 
manifests lack of cooperation with the librarian, but 
also evidences utter unconcern for the rights of fellow- 
students. When a borrower neglects to return a book 
on time he sets in motion a series of operations which 
should be unnecessary. Further, some other student 
is denied the opportunity of using the same book be- 
cause a light-minded borrower is too thoughtless to 
look out beyond his own self-centered interests. Use 
of the library is merely playing the game for the 
benefit of the institution. Through constant team- 
work only does the library best perform its function. 
There will always be those who will play the game 
within the compass of their own convenience, wholly 
unmindful of the fellows who will thereby suffer. 
These are the vandals who just will not play square. 
A PERFECT DAY 

The Eastern Regional Conference at New Rochelle 
goes on record as the largest ever held. As we look 
back upon that delightful day it is not difficult to 
determine the causes which contributed to the grand 
success which attended the meeting. First of all, 
the large attendance reflects measurably the growing 
interest which is being manifested in the aims and 
purposes of the C. L. A. There was no undue ballyhoo 
designed to set up a record. Friends of Catholic li- 
brary progress from eight states journeyed to New 
Rochelle to actively participate in a conference 
wherein library problems were informally discussed 
for the mutual benefit of those present. That these 
discussions were profitable challenges refutation. We 
feel certain that all will agree that the day was well 
spent. 

The success of the meeting did not rely on numbers 
alone. The interesting program was an important 
factor in compensating members for the inconvenience 
and expense entailed in traveling to that quaint 
suburb of metropolitan New York. Too much credit 
cannot be given to Mother M. Cephas and the faculty 
of New Rochelle College for the exactness with which 
they anticipated every detail which might add to the 
comfort of the representatives of more than sixty 
institutions. We have heard a great deal about the 
traditional hospitality of the largest Catholic women’s 
college in the United States. On every side we could 
not but help observe the determination of the good 
Sisters to make us feel at home. And we did feel at 
home, for the beautiful campus was ours to enjoy as 
we saw fit.. From every angle April 18th at New 
Rochelle was a perfect day. 

There has been a radical change not only in the 
size, but also in the editorial policy of The Bookman, 
which has been displaced by American Review. For 
thirty-eight years The Bookman has been a standard 
periodical of literary criticism and comment. The 
new publication is pocket size. The first issue con- 
tains articles by writers of international fame, such 
as G. K. Chesterton, Hilaire Belloc and others. 
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PACIFIC NORTHWEST CONFERENCE SUR- 
PASSES ALL EXPECTATIONS 

The first conference of the Catholic Library Asso- 
ciation ever held west of Chicago was a tremendous 
success. More than one hundred interested friends 
of Catholic library progress gathered at Holy Names 
Academy, Seattle, Washington, Monday, April 17th. 
This splendid attendance more than surpassed the 
fondest expectations of the live-wire committee. With 
comparatively few exceptions, the aims and purposes 
of the C. L. A. were unknown to those present prior to 
the receipt of invitations which were sent them. In- 
terest alone prompted them to participate in the fine 
program which was offered. 

Mr. James Molthan, of Seattle College, was chair- 
man of the meeting. Following the delightful rendi- 
tion of two vocal selections by Miss Virginia Roberts, 
of Holy Names Academy, Father Lawrence Piotrz- 
kowski, O.S.B., Librarian, St. Martin’s College, Lacey, 
Washington, cordially welcomed the librarians and 
educators to an active participation in the advance- 
ment of our association. For several years Father 
Lawrence has practically been “a voice in the wilder- 
ness,” for he has had few, if any, comrades in that 
section. His words betrayed his exultant enthusiasm 
because he has long looked to that day when Catholic 
librarians of the northwest would meet in confer- 
ence. The aims and purposes of the C. L. A. were 
carefully and skillfully outlined by Jean Black, Ph.D. 
Equipped with the singular educational background of 
degrees from Mt. Holyoke College, University of 
Michigan and University of Washington Library 
School, Miss Black ably explained the raison d’étre 
of our organization, and the advantages to be derived 
from active membership in it. 

A pleasing piano solo, artistically executed by Miss 
Betty Williams of Holy Names Academy, was fol- 
lowed by an inspiring talk on Catholic Magazines, by 
Archie O’Connor Richardson. For more than a dec- 
ade Mr. Richardson has made a hobby of Catholic 
magazines, especially mission material. His compe- 
tency to talk on the subject was based on an accumu- 
lation of experience and information which few lay- 
men possess. The concluding paper of the formal 
program, read by Father Lawrence, dealt with the 
Catholic library in Catholic school procedure. From 
the wisdom of a veteran, librarians in the audience 
drew lavishly of practical advice in the conduct of 
their libraries. 

An outstanding feature of the conference was the 
Catholic Mission Exhibit sponsored by Mr. Richard- 
son. In this collection were displayed seventy books, 
hundreds of pamphlets, scrap-bocks and over 800 
missionary magazines assembled by the sponsor who 
has close at heart a keen interest in mission lore. 
Complementing his personal exhibit, Mr. Richardson 
displayed nearly 2,000 copies of Catholic magazines 
which were sent to him by editors of 35 magazines in 
response to his invitation that they show their wares.

ATTENDANCE RECORDS BROKEN AT NEW 
ROCHELLE CONFERENCE 


The Eastern Regional Conference at the College of 
New Rochelle, Tuesday, April 18th, surpassed in at- 
tendance any gathering of Catholic librarians yet held. 
Well over one hundred assembled at the Science Hall,” 
in fact, 99 registered. Over sixty institutions were 
represented by the conferees from eight states and the 
District of Columbia. An encouraging note of en- 
thusiastic interest was manifest during both morning 
and afternoon sessions. 

At 10:15 Mother Cephas, presiding, presented Fr. 
Stinson, who welcomed so many mem and friends 
in the name of the association. His happy expres- 
sion betrayed the keen satisfaction with which he 
addressed so large a meeting. The Eastern Confer- 
ence was particularly honored with the presence of 
Rt. Rev. Monsignor John P. Chidwick, President of 
New Rochelle College. In welcoming the audience 
to New Rochelle and to a participation in the hos- 

itality for which it is so wilt twee. Msgr. Chidwick 

rought to mind the beginning of the former Library 
Section, for he was then very active in the councils 
of the National Catholic Education Association, under 
which Catholic librarians formerly functioned. The 
genial Monsignor held the gathering in rapt attention 
with a most scholarly address, at the conclusion of 
which he expressed his intention of remaining to listen 
to the program that was to follow, a pleasure he ap- 
parently enjoyed until late in the afternoon. 

The first formal paper, “Some Technical Problems 
in a Catholic Library,” was read by Miss Edna Becker 
of Fordham University Library. It was evident that 
Miss Becker well understood t technical problems 
and the practical manner of coping with them. There 
were many constructive suggestions in her talk during 
which she recounted the various ways in which diffi- 
culties were overcome, at least to the satisfaction of 
Fordham demands. In the discussion which followed, 
Mr. William O’Rourke, Asst. Librarian at Holy Cross 
College, Worcester, Mass., questioned Miss Becker 
with regard to the filing of cards under her Jesuitica 
grouping, as well as other groupings which are de- 
signed for the particular needs of Fordham patrons. 
At this point Mr. O’Rourke raised the inevitable dif- 
ficulty of handling the over-time holding of books on 
the part of the faculty. There does not seem to be a 
workable solution of this ubiquitous problem. 

Another phase of library administration was con- 
sidered in the paper, “Standardized Lists: A Book- 
seller’s Pet Aversion,” which was read by Mr. Charles 
Vanover, a member of the C. L. A., representing 
Thoms & Eron Co., of New York. Mr. Vanover 
pointed out from experience the difficulty a bookseller 
encounters in supplying the demands of a standardized 
list. This led him to doubt the expediency of such 
lists for small libraries with little money. He cited an 
instance wherein he made substitutions for items on 
the list, in an effort to help the purchaser. In the dis- 
cussion which followed, Mr. Vanover learned from 
several librarians, principally Miss Hawkins, librarian 
of New Rochelle, that his suggestions were far awry. 
Standardized lists were criticised and defended, and 
at least it was the consensus of opinion that there 
should be at special list for the particular guidance of 
Catholic librarians. 

For the first time, Miss Marion Barrows, editor of 
the Catholic Periodical Index, appeared before a 
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gathering of Catholic librarians. Following a most 
cordial round of applause, the editor entered upon an 
explanation of her duties, stressing the difficulties 
which mark the great work to which she is so success- 
fully applying her talents. In motherly fashion, she 
compared the C. P. J. to a child which needs constant 
care and nourishment, the latter taking the form of 
subscribers who are the life-blood of the undertaking. 
Her clear-cut exposition of the value of the /ndex as a 
singular contribution to Catholic education, un- 
doubtedly was responsible for so many volunteering to 
help when the appeal was made by Fr. Stinson. 

The morning session aaraet at 12:40. The en- 
tire assemblage retired to Maura Hall to partake of a 
delightful luncheon as guests of New Rochelle College. 
An inspection was then made of the attractive campus 
until 2:30 when the afternoon meeting convened with 
Miss Hawkins in the chair. During the business ses- 
sion direction of the meeting was turned over to Fr. 
Stinson. Following the treasurer’s report, the editor 
of the WORLD talked briefly on the progress of our 
monthly as evidenced by requests for copies from 
various parts of the world, as well as the numerous 
inquiries about Catholic literature which constantly 
come to his desk. He stressed the practical help of- 
fered by the Book Survey, both to Catholic librarians 
and to Catholics employed in public libraries. 

As a member of the committee, Mother Agatha 
submitted a report of the membership campaign. She 
announced that 85 new members were added to the 


rolls as the result of the drive. Mother Agatha de- 
voted particular attention to the phase of the cam- 


ign with which she was ially concerned—inter- 
Catholics in public Hundreds of let- 
ters sent to these libraries elicited much valuable in- 
formation. She cited the courtesy and cooperation 
which was accorded her by the majority of directors. 
On the other hand, she lamented the lack of coopera- 
tion exhibited by too many Catholic librarians. 
Mother Agatha suggested that Catholic librarians 
create a demand for the C. P. J. which would be a 
worthwhile factor in aiding its growth. 

Miss Mary McDonnell, librarian of Walton High 
School, with an enrollment of some 5,000 students, 
spoke on “The High School Library in its Relation 
to the School.” Drawing upon her own experience 
Miss McDonnell offered helpful suggestions in main- 
taining the place which the library should hold in the 
educational program. In particular she emphasized 
the need of tact in the librarian’s relations with the 
teacher, 

Before his departure, Msgr. Chidwick explained the 
functioning of the Cardinal’s Literature Committee, 
of which he is a member. Every book which 
in the Book Survey, the committee’s quarterly list of 
suggested books, is read by one of the reviewin 

riests. Not only Catholic works, he said, but all 
ks are given the value they deserve. He invited 
a greater use of this a by Catholic librarians. As a 
tribute to the C. P. J., Msgr. Chidwick promised that 
due recognition will be made in a subsequent number 
of the Book Survey. 

The final paper of the program was presented by 
Miss Anna Clark Kennedy, Supervisor of School Li- 
braries, New York State Department of Education. 
She explained in detail the duties of her office and the 
willingness of her department to assist any library in 
need of advice. 


Following a rising vote of thanks to Mother Cephas 
and the faculty of New Rochelle College, the confer- 
ence adjourned at 4:30 P. M.

LIBRARIANS HAVE HIGH PLACE IN CATHOLIC 
EDUCATION 


The erudite address of Monsignor Chidwick at the 
Eastern Conference was a genuine treat. His well- 
chosen words reflected profound scholarship. He is 
at heart a book-man, a man who is thoroughly 
grounded in lasting literature, and consequently, a 
man who has an abiding interest in the library. He 

inted out that the library is next in importance to 
instructors because it furnishes the material for stu- 
dents and nourishes the minds as well as broadens the 
views. Librarians, he said, have a high place in the 
rank of Catholic education. For this reason, they 
should be inspired by the fact that they are closely 
allied to the spirit of the Church, since the library 
hands down the traditions of the Church. Libraries 
have always preserved remnants of banished civiliza- 
tion. The Church finds expression in libraries and 
civilization would feel the wound if libraries ceased. 
Furthermore, libraries conform with the spirit of the 
Church. A librarian, Msgr. Chidwick continued, is 
now ruling as head of the Church. Our Holy Father 
became wonderfully equipped as a librarian, and 
should be a great inspiration to all librarians for he 
knew so well the contents of books as well as catalug- 
ing and other phases of library work. Turning to a 
consideration of literature, Msgr. Chidwick stated that 

preciation of Catholic thought can be fostered by 
the librarian. Depreciation of reading at the present 
time and the failure of Catholics to read good litera- 
ture can in some measure be overcome by the librarian 
promoting the reading of good Catholic biniane. The 
new work of Catholics is to build up English literature 
in a Catholic manner as it has been Protestant for so 
long. In concluding, he congratulated the members 
present on being librarians or workers in the library 
field. He compared the librarian to “Master of 


-Angels” who sees the heavenly Catholic truth, and 


having placed it in their hands might dispense it to 
others, like harvesters who gather the golden grain as 
a result of their labors.

STUDENT WEEKLY SEVERELY SCORES 
LIBRARY VANDALISM 
The Marquette Tribune, student weekly of Mar- 
quette University, Milwaukee, in a pointed editorial 
several weeks ago took students to task for maltreat- 
ing books of the university library. The student 
editor wrote in part: “Surely university students, theo- 
retically living in a constant atmosphere of books, 
must know something of the care demanded to pre- 
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serve them. To the present day, the university chil- 
dren have not grown up; they have not learned that 
all books are not copy books to be scribbled on like a 
back fence. . . . Some books are discovered with en- 
tire pages and chapters torn or cut out; some others 
have writing or translations covering the pages. In 
either case the books must be replaced, if still in print, 
at needless extra cost. Moreover, the original price of 
a book is considerably increased, often to half as much 
again, because of the expense and labor involved in 
handling, cataloging and frequent repairing. When 
new books have to be ordered because some scatter- 
brained student failed to use the original properly, this 
cost is repeated, and meanwhile other persons are de- 
prived of valuable reading or reference. . . . Nor are 
these the only offenses in the library. Books are too 
frequently retained for more than the allotted time. 
Even though a fine of two cents a day is paid, it does 
not cover the cost of recording the fine, making en- 
tries of dates and all other such work thereby entailed.” 


ECCLESIASTICAL REVFEW HIGHLY PRAISES 
VALUE OF THE C. P. I. 

The April Ecclesiastical Review pays glowing trib- 
ute to the high mission of the Catholic Periodical 
Index and its advantages. To quote in part: “It would 
be difficult to overrate the value of this /mdex or to 
speak with adequate appreciation of those to whose 
silent, painstaking collaboration we owe it. Little im- 
agination is needed to realize the importance of easy 
access to the sources in which Catholic public opinion 
on current problems and aspirations is recorded. It is 
the high mission of this /mdex to render that service. 
Of course the work can only furnish references. It can- 
not provide sources. Without access to the latter, one 
is helpless. One turns naturally to libraries where 
these periodicals are collected and filed. No less than 
fifty Catholic colleges are listed as active supporters 
of the work. One of its most valuable by-products 
will be found if college students are encouraged to 
use it constantly in the preparation of debates and 
essays. No better way could be devised to build up 
in the imagination of the student an appreciation of 
the meaning of Catholic public opinion and of the 
range of its interests in our civilization. 

“A historian with whom the merits of the Jndex 
were discussed recently said to this writer: ‘The work 
is, after the creation of the N. C. W. C., the most 
significant venture in American Catholic life since 
the publication of the Catholic Encyclopedia. I look 
backward and wonder if we may not hope for a cor- 
responding index of periodicals of the past. The 
Catholic or social historian of the future will find this 
Index priceless.’ It contains, fot instance, six pages 
in double columns, of references to pronouncements 
of the Holy Father with indications of commentaries 
that have appeared in our current periodical litera- 
ture. But aside from these strictly ecclesiastical ref- 
erences the record of expressions of Catholic policy 
in respect of all cultural interests whatsoever is of the 
greatest possible value.” 


CUMULATIVE BOOK-LIST ISSUED BY FR. 
SYLVESTER BRIELMAIER 

The cumulative book-list has been sent out to fifty 
addresses of librarians. The list is not nearly so ex- 
tensive as had been anticipated. It covers 22 
and includes 679 items contributed by 15 librarians. 
Since this feature of the exchange is merely an experi- 
ment, this small list will adequately serve its principal 
purpose. If the method proves to be efficient, the next 
catalogue of books will undoubtedly be much more ex- 
tensive. 

As was mentioned in the Jan issue of the 
CATHOLIC LIBRARY WORLD, the book exchange 
is intended as an aid to the exchange of periodicals. 
Consequently, in balancing exchanges, an effort will 
first be made to exchange periodicals tor periodicals, 
then books for periodicals, and finally books for books. 

Present indications are that there will be at least 
thirty librarians participating in the clearing-house 
exchange this summer. This Bal number will make 
it possible to prove the value of the method followed 
in regard to magazines. Participants are requested to 
arrange their exchange lists in a single alphabetical 
order, and allow ample space for corrections. Since 
each list will undergo constant modifications as it 

through the mill of at least thirty comparisons, it 

is advisable to avoid entries such as “Catholic Mind, 
vol. 1 to 20.” If possible a separate line should be 
allotted to each volume, with generous marginal space 
for corrections. The exchange lists must be sent in 
by July Ist. Participants who have their lists com- 
ete may send them in during the second half of June. 
ince a number of misconceptions regarding the details 
of the exchange have required considerable correspond- 
ence, the participants are asked to look over the ex- 
a given in the January number of the 

ORLD. 

If any participating librarian disposes of books con- 
tained in the cumulative list, a notification should be 
sent to the compiler before July Ist. Any change 
made after that date, in eit book or magazine 
lists, may cause considerable confusion. 

The list represents a prodigious amount of tedious 
work on the part of the compiler, Father Sylvester. 
When one reflects on the fact that all this time and 
effort constitute a voluntary contribution to Catholic 
library progress, there is little wonder in the knowledge 
that the C. L. A. is growing in importance and service, 
simply because such individuals as the Master of the 
Clearing-House are continually manifesting their en- 
thusiastic and loyal support. 


J. MURPHY AWARDED FELLOW- 
SHIP AT UNIVERSITY OF CHICAGO 

Miss Jeannette J. Murphy, librarian of St. Mary’s 
College, Notre Dame, Ind., has been awarded a year’s 
fellowship at the University of Chicago. This honor 
has come to Miss Murphy in recognition of her 
scholarly accomplishments in the work of adapting 
the L. C. System of Classification for the use of Catho- 
lic libraries. Miss Murphy’s first efforts in this con- 
nection began four years ago, when she was head 
cataloger at the University of Notre Dame Library, 
when she initiated a more definite arrangement of the 
material on St. Thomas. From the very beginning her 
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suggestions elicited the interest and cooperation of 
Mr. Hanson of the Library of Congress. Step by step 
her skillful research carried her into a more general 
consideration of the L. C., culminating in part in that 
splendid paper which she read at the mid-winter con- 
ference at Chicago in 1931. Miss Murphy’s matricu-

Mr. Eptror: 

Catholic magazines! Have they a permanent value for reference 
work? For ten years I have been so strongly convinced that 
Catholic magazine articles possess a permanent value that I have

of magazines accumulated there arose a problem. Perhaps you, 
too, have experienced it. How to find the desired article without 
pouring through copy after copy in ever increasing files. 

The first solution of this continually arising problem was solved 
when a friend introduced me to the card index system of filing. 
For a time I experimented with various methods. Finally, the 
3x5 index card and guide was found to be the most practical for 
my needs. My cabinets now contain over 13,000 index cards 
divided into the following subjects: Catholic Action, Sociology, 
Philosophy, Apologetics, Sacred Scripture, Liturgy, Fine Arts, 
Literature, History, and several other minor divisions, as well 
as a General Alphabetical Index for “miscellanies.” Sociology, 
for example, has three main divisions: Introduction, Social In- 
stitutions, and Social Problems. These in turn are “broken-up” 
into other divisions and sub-divisions, into what would correspond 
to chapters in a textbook. For instance, Social Problems includes 
Poverty, Defectiveness, Crime, and so forth, with their various 

“sub” topics. 

To illustrate the value of my sources, two examples will suffice. 
The Sign for September, 1931, netted me three articles for my 
Sociology division, two for History, and one each for Literature 
and Sacred Scripture. Such names as Hilaire Belloc, and Theodore 


Maynard argue for the worth of the items indexed. The Com- 
monweal for last Wednesday (April 12, 1933) was the source of 
seven articles for my files; one on Catholic Action, two on -Politi- 
cal Science, two for my Fine Arts section, and one each for Litera- 
ture and History. Charles Willis Thompson, Gerhard Hirschfeld, 
and Richard Dana Skinner are names that vouch for the value 
of the articles indexed. 

I believe. that my system gives magazine articles a permanent 
value. But.although indexing may appeal to me, I am not so 
optimistic as to think that my hobby will ever be universally put 
in use in order to insure access to the literary treasures offered 
by Catholic Magazines. Be that as it may, the personal work 
of Card-indexing is no longer an obstacle, for now the “stored” 
information of Catholic magazines is made accessible to every 


co Catholic Library Association in conjunction with the Wilson 
Company by presenting us with these yearl, volumes of the 
Catholic Periodical Index is furnishing us with keys to a vast 
Treasury of Faith—Catholic Magazines. 

But alas! My work with the Card-index is not over yet! 


it ‘won't ‘be* until the Editor includes “a few more*of my 


favorite magazines in the Catholic Periodical Index. 1 might 
mention The Sign. And since that is intended as a bit of con- 
structive criticism, may I, in conclusion, offer my personal con-
